The cream has risen to the top. 
The best gymnasts in Illinois, 179 in all 
representing 41 different schools, will 
descend on the Prospect High School 
fieldhouse, the final staging area, to de­ 
termine the state gymnastics champions 
for 1975. 
The survivors of 12 district and four 
sectional tournaments will begin prelimi­ 
nary competition today at 2:00. At that 
time the prelims in free exercise, side 
horse and high bar will be decided and 
later in the evening, at 7:00, the prelims 
in trampoline, P-Bars and still rings will 
take place. 
The qualifiers from the preliminaries 
will advance to the final round to he held 
Saturday at 7 p.m. 
If past performances are any in­ 
dication, Bart Conner will have been 
crowned the best all-around gymnast in 
the state for the second year in a row 
after Friday’s events. 
The Niles West junior walked off with 
the title last year, piling up an average 
of 8.59. In this year’s Niles West Section­ 
al he scored a total of 44.80 points, high­ 


est in the state. Add to that the belief of 
many people that Conner had a bad day 
in the sectional and that spells trouble 
for the rest of the all-around performers. 
One such performer is Hersey’s Kevin

‘They ain’t nothin’ but a five-ring circus 


A story that was buried for many 
years has surfaced again. 
It is a fascinating story that can be 
told now with a deeper appreciation for 
the problems of the time. 
It is the story of the first all-black bas­ 
ketball team to ever reach the champion­ 
ship game of any state tournament in the 
nation. 
For the past twx> issues of Chicago, a 
monthly 
magazine, 
Ira Berkow has 
probed the story' of the legendary Du- 
Sable High School basketball team of 
1954. He has succeeded admirably with a 
well-written examination of a team that 
did indeed make history. 
DuSahle did mu win the state cham­ 
pionship. They lost to ML Vernon, 76-70. 
in one of the most emotional, dramatic 
and bizarre state title games ever 
played. But the team amazed the city of 
Chicago and state of Illinois and its fame 
spread nationally. 
The timing is right for such a story. 
Youngsters throughout Illinois currently 
are battling for advancement on the 
state tournament ladder. This is “March 
Madness" in high school basketball, 1975 
style. 
Berkow’s articles deal with “March 
Madness," 1954 style, and the problems 
of a group of black athletes from Chi­ 
cago who helped revolutionize the game 
with their full-game fast break and full- 
court zone press defense. 
Veteran 
coach 
Duster Thomas 
of 
Pinckneyville, the tournament favorite in 
1954, and the great exponent of rigidly 
patterned play, said after watching Du- 


Sable, “They ain’t nothin’ but a five-ring 
circus.” 
No one had ever seen anything like this 
run-and-shoot team before, with their 
cheerleaders’ original and jazzy cheers, 
and their warm-up uniforms with the 
flowing capes, and their incessant run­ 
ning, running, running. 
You have to understand the time to ap­ 
preciate the significance of the DuSable 
story, and the difficulties these boys 
encountered. This was a seminal year 
for blacks in America, in sports and oth­ 
erwise. 
By odd circumstance, the DuSable 
team of Chicago emerged at the con­ 
fluence of national black history: In May 
of 1954, two months after the state cham­ 
pionship game in Illinois, the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court handed down the landmark 
Brown vs. Board of Education decision, 
ruling public school segregation uncon­ 
stitutional. 
Twenty years later. Jim Brown, who 
coached that DuSable team, said. “We 
coincided with the climate of the times.” 
The players knew what kind of coach 
Brown was. He spent long hours with 
them in practice, on weekends, in the 
summer, working on their skills. He 
could be volatile and once threw a 
paddle at star Sweet Charlie Brown, 
who returned the fire. Both respected 
and understood each other better after 
that. 
The head coach, who also was black, 
preached to his players, boys from the 
slums, that they should try to win all the 
time.

If you’re first, then maybe you got a 
chance.” 
DuSable was a team of extraordinary 
talent. There were such stars as Sweet 
Charlie, later to make All-America with 
Elgin Baylor at Seattle University; Pax­ 
ton (Super Lump) Lumpkin, later to 
spend several years with the Harlem 
Globetrotters; and Shellie McMillon, lat­ 
er to star at Bradley and play writh the 
Detroit Pistons. 
Lumpkin was the cousin of I/eon Hill­ 
iard, primary dribbler of the Globetrot­ 
ters, and wThen DuSable was involved in 
a laugher, with a comfortable margin, 
students would begin to chant “Show­ 
time, showtime.” Lumpkin would re­ 
spond by dribbling for several minutes 
with the other teams in pursuit. 
It was this run-and-shoot, crowd-pleas­ 
ing team that journeyed to Champaign 
for the state tournament in 1954. Not far 
outside Chicago, the team bus stopped 
for hamburgers. The owner of the restau­ 
rant refused to have the busload of 
blacks sit in his establishment. 
Charlie Brown said later that from that 


moment at the restaurant until the team 
returned to Chicago on Sunday he felt his 
blackness “every minute of every hour 
of every day.” 
The atmosphere at the state tourney in 
1954 was heavily southern Illinois, since 
it was run by men from that area, and 
most of the teams were rural. 
DuSable rolled over Bowen, a small 
towTiship school, by 23 points, and then 
coasted past Quincy, 80-66, in the quar­ 
terfinals. They destroyed Edwardsville 
89-73 on Saturday afternoon. 
Mount Vernon, a team from southern 
Illinois, was the final opponent and the 
referees were from East St. Louis and 
Alton. To this day, there is bitterness on 
the part of the DuSable players, who 
thought the southern Illinois referees 
stole the game from them. 
DuSable was leading much of the game 
and had a one-point advantage until the 
final 90 seconds. Then a series of foul 
calls against DuSable, and the capital­ 
izing free throws by Mi. Vernon, iced the 
game. Three DuSable starters fouled out, 
and another had four fouls. No ML Ver­ 


non player had more than three fouls. 
And in the closing minutes Charlie 
Brown hit three baskets — each of which 
was called no good for traveling. 
“Charlie,” yelled Coach Brown from 
the sidelines, “don’t dribble, don’t fake, 
just shoot!” 
There’s an unfortunate tendency to 
blame the officials for many defeats, but 
the circumstances surrounding this par­ 
ticular game obviously were very unusu­ 
al. It was even more unusual that a man, 
a white man, had come to the door of the 
DuSable dressing room before the game 
and said he knew something. He said he 
knew' DuSable was the better team, but 
they would not win the game. Coach 
Brown hustled him away. 
It w’as a bitter defeat for this powerful 
DuSable team, but Coach Brown insisted 
that they take losing as they took win­ 
ning, gracefully. It was difficult, very 
difficult. 
Last May, over 20 years later, when 
the Illinois state high school coaches 
named the 1954 DuSable team in toto to 
be in its hall of fame, the players refused 
to come to the honoring banquet. 
Coach Brown came to the banquet and 
accepted the 
plaque. 
He no longer 
coaches at DuSable. He is district super­ 
visor of sports, recreation and safety 
for one-fourth of the Chicago public high 
schools. He remains active in working 
for more black coaches and more black 
officials. 
“I accepted the plaque,” he said, “be­ 
cause it s a new day. And I think it was 
a symbol of how far many of us have 
come.”

“You know what you have to do . . . go 
out there and get the job done.’* 
TTiose instructions by 
Forest View 
wrestling coach Dave Theesfeld became 
almost a litany to his 105 pounder John 
Gross this season. Thirty-five times he 
barked them out and in all but one case, 
the response was the same: a victory. 
That ritual was culminated last Satur­ 
day when Gross went out and got the 
supreme job done, a 5-4 triumph over 
Proviso East’s WiUe Staples before the 
assembled thousands at Champaign to 
earn the 1975 state championship. 
“John’s been like a machine this sea­ 
son,” Theesfeld explained. “Very meti­ 
culous, very unemotional, very thorough, 
lie's a very quiet type of individual to 
begin with and I really never saw' him 
change that image once through the 
whole season.” 
The Falcon mentor noted that it hasn’t 
always been that way. “The past couple 
of years John had a tendency to be in too 
much of a hurry and sometimes would 
get careless out on the mat. He’s always 
been very coachable, though, and quick 
to learn. I don’t think many of those mis­ 
takes the last two seasons were lost on 
him.” 
So John Gross came back an even 
more dedicated individual and methodic­ 
al competitor for the 1974-75 campaign. 
No apprehensions about any foe: instead, 
almost a predetermined goal to journey 
toward. 
“Even when his undefeated 
record was spoiled about midseason he 
just shrugged it off,” said Theesfeld. “He 
wasn’t dejected or upset and he remark­ 
ed to me at the time, ‘That’s one loss .. . 
I guess you can’t win them all!’ ” 
Til at one set back w as to Dennis Jones 
of Rockford East, a foe Gross had bet­ 
tered earlier to win a title at the Pros­ 
pect Holiday Tournament. He lost 5-4 to 
Jones then in a dual meet but earned the 
last laugh anyway when Jones went 
downstate but could do not better than a 
third place windup. 
Gross, meanwhile, opened with an easy 
superior decision at the University of IUi-
